Tropical and potted plants were lav- 
ishly strewn about. 


After prayer by the Rev. Joel M. 
Seymour, Miss Edith M. Brewster de- 
livered 
the salutatory in which she 
paid a graceful compliment to 
the 
teachers and superintendent present 
to celebrate the final triumph of the 
class of 1882. 
She then delivered an 
essay entitled "A 
Visit to 
Mount 
Olympus." 
A fanciful sketch (f a 
visit to the house of the Gods inspired 
by a perusal of the Iliad of Homer. 
The occupations and diversions of the 
Gods were pictured in an imaginative 
way. 
The easay showed a careful and 
appreciative study of the claesicp. 


Miss Minnie bidle read an essay 
entitled "The Fire Worshippers," in 
which she entertainingly 
described 
the effect of the sun on the ancients 
as compared with the moderns. 
She 
named the nations 
who have 
wor- 
shipped fire, as the Peraians, the Ro- 
mans and Mexicans. 
She paid a high 
tribute to the 
Peraians, whose reli- 
gion, the worship of fire, symbolized 
purity of words, thought and 
deed. 
Architecture had its rise in the sheds 
erected by the ancients to protect the 
sacred fires. The Parsees, the most 
highly educated class of feople in 
India, worship fire. 


Mr, Clarence Cromwell announced 
for "The Political Life of Dean Swift," 
did not appear, owing to indisposition. 


Miss Edith 
M. Cothrell's 
essay 
treated of the "Wonders of 
Animal 
Life," in which she described many 
of the mysteries of animal life on land 
and in the sea. 
She spoke of 
the 
manner in which their instincts and 
habits were detected by aid of science, 
and dwelt et^pecially upon the incal- 
culable value of the microscope. Miss 
Cothrell s delivery was marred by a 
alight linp, which she may overcome 
if she appears often in public. 


Mr, Gustave G. Detzer came next 
with an oration, "Milton's Satan," in 
which he compared the poet'a concep- 
tion of,the arch-fiend with other writers 
Other writers had portrayed the devil 
deformed and hideous. 
Milton, on 
the contrary, pictures him as a grand, 
gloomy and mysterious being, tower- 
ing above his fellow 
fiends. 
One 
finds in Milton's conception much to 
admire about the fallen arch-angel. 


Miss M. E. McClure read one of the 
best written essays of the evening on 
The Character of Portia," in which 
she ranked 
this heroine of 
Shake- 
speare's play of "The 
Merchant 
of 
Vennice" as above all others, Isabel, 
Rosalind, 
Beatrice and 
the 
rest. 
Though the great English 
dramatist 
has created other female characters, 
true and 
lovely women, his Portia 
combines in a greater degree the qual- 
ities which centre in a perfect woman. 
Her character from infancy waa en- 
c;ircled by all that is bright and beau- 
tiful and her disposition, therefore, 
was naturally buoyant. 
Her mind 
waa stored with knowledge and through 
it ran a vein of humor, like otto of 
roses, rich and concentrated. In short, 
Portia possessed all the qualities dis- 
tinguishing 
a 
ijoble 
womanhood. 
While the women of to-day may not 
all be Portias they can strive to emu» 
late her virtues. 


Miss Jennie Abel had a carefully 
prepared essay on the "Coliseum at 
Rome," and she graphically portrayed 
the awful scenes of brutality which 
were enacted within the gray and 
ruined walls and met with the applause 
of the enervated Roman emperors and 
their debased courtiers. 


Mr. Elmer Leonard spoke of "Dan- 
iel Webster in Congress," in which he 
eulogized the wonderful Maasachu» 
letts statesman and discussed his great 
influence upon the political history of 
the country.

Miss Marilla A. Craig read an ably 
written essay, a review of Chaucer's 
"Canterbury Pilgrims," in which some 
clever description of English life in 
the fourteenth century was embodied. 


Mr. H. A. Stouder'a oration, 
"The 
Modern Clodius," was the best effort 
among the gentlemen, and he was 
given the honor of a recall. 
He went 
on to outline a history of the career 
of Publius Clodius, the infamous Ro- 
man 
demagogue. 
Likened 
to 
the 
audacious Roman, but clad in broad- 
cloth, and dispensing gold and smiies 
instead of blows and curses, was the 
modern demagogue, eager to ingra 
tiate himself into the confidence of 
the dear people to his own gain but 
to their loss.
